DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed April 20, 2010 was received. Claims 29, 32-33, 35-36, 
38-49 were amended. Claims 29, 32-33, and 35-49 are currentiy pending examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee.

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel Claims 25-28 and 50. 
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Specification 

5. The objection to the specification as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter is withdrawn because Claims 30-32 were cancelled or amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, Claims 38-41, 43, 45, 47, 
and 49 as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention are withdrawn because Claims 38-41, 43, 45, 
47, and 49 were cancelled or amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) of Claims 29 and 36-43 as being 
anticipated by Draper et al. (US 2004/0234830 Al) are withdrawn because independent 
Claim 29 was amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 30-32 as being unpatentable 
over Draper et al., and Claims 33-35 as being unpatentable over Draper et al. in view of 
Shigehisa are withdrawn because independent Claim 29 was amended. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 29, 32-33, 35-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a fuel cell stack comprising a plurality of solid oxide fuel 
cells having an electrically conductive member comprising a metal sheet having a three- 
dimensional porous structure of a continuous skeleton which has been folded a plurality of 
times or in a stacked manner, wherein the axis diameter of the skeleton is in the range of 35- 
80 urn, and wherein the layered structure of the folded or stacked metal sheets undergo 
separation from the interface of the folded or stacked part of the metal sheet after baking or 
power generation as claimed in independent Claim 29.
